County Auto Deaths 

Show 1946 Increase 

The report of the Louisville 
Safety Council for January and 
February 1946, shows nine deaths 
in the county attributed to mo- 
tor accidents, an increase of five 
over the same period in 1945. 

Louisville however, had only 
7 such fatalities compared to 14 
for the same period last year. 
Floyd county, Indiana increased 
its death record from 3 in 1945 
to 7 this year, and Clark county 
reported one fatality or the same 
as in the two first months of 
1945. 

Jefferson County had one death 
from public accident other than 
motor vehicle. One death oc- 
curred last year from a similar 
cause. Louisville reported 4 in 
this classification against 7 in 
1945. 

Home accidents in the county 
were the cause of 2 deaths against 
6 last year and no occupational 
fatalities have been recorded in 
the past two years. Louisville 
home deaths from accident were 
only 9 compared with 17 in the 
first two months of 1945, but 
occupational deaths were 3 
against 1 in 1946. 

The total accidental deaths in 
the county for January and Feb- 
ruary 1946 were 12 and in the 
fame period of 1945 the count 
was eleven. Louisville fatalities 
in 1946 have been 23 against 39 
in 1945. A 41 percent reduction.

For many years an enlightened 
minority clamored for a new 
constitution, to replace the 1850 
edition, but the masses were not 
interested. As Eli Brown, III, 
in his recent report on the present 
constitution written for the Com- 
mittee for Kentucky, says, it 
ignorance and lethargy rather 
than any pronounced opposition 
that blocked enlightened political 
leaders in their efforts to mod- 
ernize the basic law of the state. 

A vote was taken in 1884, with 
only 73,704 out of 168,173 voting 
for a Constitutional Convention. 
That made the case seem al 
hopeless. But the proponents of 
:hange were not quitters. In 
887 they won, 162,577 to 49,795 
with 65,956 not voting at all.

editorials take around eight hun- 
dred words to tell you what the 
editor could say in forty words 
if he were not afraid to hand 
you the truth in the raw. 

Also in this same line of reas- 
oning I seem to be doing some 
padding myself, but the foregoing 
wordage serves as a preface to 
something important. J. T. Al- 
ton, president of the Kentucky 
Educational Association and prin- 
cipal of the Vine Gove commun- 
ity school in Hardin County, had 
material enough about what mod- 
ern rural education ought to be 
to make a 700-page book, and he 
has condensed it all in seven 
pages of typewritten matter. Mr. 
Alton gives due credit to the en- 
tire Vine Grove faculty for help- 
ing to draft the program. 

If the Vine Grove school 
achieves one-fourth of the things 
set forth in its blueprint of prog- 
ress the eyes of the whole nation 
will be turned upon the little 
Hardin county town. 

In all the broad program of 
betterment planned for the state 
by the Committee for Kentucky, 
local leadership is going to be 
even more important than en- 
abling legislation. Which fact 
recalls a story about Dixie vil- 
lage, my habitat, when I was six 
years old. The only excuse for 
a psblic school was a little one- 
room affair two miles away. A 
public-spirited country physician, 
the late Dr. J. R. Sigler, con- 
ceived the idea of establishing 
a combined grade and high school. 
A new building had to be erected, 
good teachers had to be employ- 
ed, and there were no funds 
available for the undertaking. A 
district had to be laid out and 
a special tax voted. Practically 
all property owners were tight- 
fisted farmers with little book 
learning. These farmers had to 
be sold on the Sigler plan, and 
the good doctor did the mer- 
chandising. 

The school house was built, 
good teachers employed, and in 
a year or two, parents in nearby 
counties were sending "day schol- 
ars" to Dixie. For fifteen years 
the Dixie school set an example 
for other communities. Then 
Sigler moved away, leaving 
without a leader. Well, that was 
just too bad for Dixie. . . Just 
goes to show that enthusiastic 
support from every phase of 
community life will be vitally 
needed if the Committee for 
Kentucky is to succeed ii

life of Ruth tn the awful chaos ol 
the time of the Judges. One Is 
minded of the poet't words: 
"How far thst little candle 

throws its beams! 
So shines a good deed tn a 
naughty world." 

It Is refreshing to have a glimpse 
into the home life of God-fearins 
people who live right in spite of the 
low standards around them. 

Ruth knew life's sorrows and its 
bitter disappointments. She was - 
widow, destitute of all she held mo 
dear. Yet she, because of the 
sweet purity of her life and her de- 
votion to God and those she loved 
became an example for others. 

As we read our lesson we first 
hear how logic speaks, then love re- 
plies, and finally a life says the 
final word. 

L Logic (w. 8-13). 

Tragic misfortune had visited 
Naomi, who with her husband and 
two sons had gone from Bethlehem 
to Moab in a time of famine. Not 
only had her husband died but also 
her two sons, who had married 
Gentile women, leaving three wid- 
ows In one family to mourn togeth 
er. Naomi craved the fellowship ol 
her own people in her hour of trial 
and she arose to return to her own 
land. 

Her departure brought out in the 
two daughters-in-law the expression 
of kindness and loyalty which should 
exist in every family, but which is 
all too often lacking. Her own testi- 
mony concerning these girls of Moab 
is that they dealt kindly with her and 
with the dead. That word ipeakt 
volumes. There Is so little genuine 
kindness in the world. 

Both Orpah and Ruth went with 
her on the way, protesting their 
loyal purpose to go with her all the 
way. 

Naomi met their kind offer with 
the only sensible answer. There was 
no point in leaving their homes 
and loved ones and going with her 
to another country. 

Logic Is so conclusive and so 
Yes, and sometimes it reaches the 
wrong conclusion. Love has some- 
thing to say about the matter. 
Let us listen to its voice. 

H. Love (v. 14). 

Orpah loved her mother-in-law. 
That is evident. She wept at the 
thought of parting, and was affec- 
tionate in her final farewell. We 
must not be too quick to cei 
her. She did what Naomi told her 
to do. She responded to her love 
for home and kinfolk. She gave 
up reluctantly, but she did give up 
and turn back. 

How glad we are that Ruth 
showed a deeper love. "Orpah 
kissed her mother-in-law, but Ruth 
clave unto her." There is a differ- 
ence. Such love cannot be denied. 
It is the most precious possession 
that a man can have, apart from 
his fellowship with God. The love 
of a devoted father or mother, of a 
noble helpmate, or of a little boy 
or girl, these are the things that 
really make life worth while. 

Life has put into the hands oi 
many of us the opportunity of show- 
ing just that kind of love in these 
postwar days. A boy comes home 
crippled and disabled and a loyal 



love f 



him, even though he can 
never again be what he had expect- 
ed to be. That is love. A mother 
and a father take to their hearts a 
promising young son who returns 
from overseas with a shattered 
nervous system, and give their lives 
anew to him. One could go on 
and on with such illustrations, but 
what we are saying is that it takes 
more than a kiss and some tears to 
express real love. "Ruth clave unto 
her." Such love expresses itself in a 
ID. Lire (vv. 15-17). 
Literature knuws no more beautl 
ful declaration of faith and devotion 
than these words, and nothing could 
Improve on it. Lord Tennyson said 
of the book of Ruth that "no art 
can improve on it." And of these 
verses another said, "We cannot 
hope to contribute to literature a 
sentence so exquisite and thrilling at 
that Into which Ruth poured the 
full measure (if a noble heart, but 
we can imitate her devotion" (Wil 
liam Jennings Bryan).

Reduction In Burley 
Acreage Allotments 

Individual farm acreage allot- 
ments of Burley tobacco In Jef- 
ferson County for 1948 will be 
reduced by 10 percent below 1949 
in accordance with a recent an- 
nouncement by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, it was stated 
by Minor C. Brooks, Chairman of 
the County AAA Committee. 

The reduction was made pos-

sible through a recent amendment 
to the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938, and is considered ad- 
visable at this time in order to 
bring supplies of Burley tobacco 
more nearly in line with demand. 

If yields are normal, and if 
growers again plant about the 
same percentage of the allotment 
as they have in the past, the 1948 
crop of Burley should amount to 
about 498,500,000 pounds, as com- 
pared with approximately 603,- 
000,000 pounds produced in 1945. 

Mr. Brooks also announced that 
the penalty rate in 1946 would be 
16 cents per pound, instead of the 
10-cent penalty in effect in the 
past. 

In addition to the increase in 
penalty rate, Mr. Brooks said, en- 
forcement of the quota program 
will be further strengthened by 
mrement of Burley acreages 
on all farms in 1946.

Acting on the belief that during 
the present period of scarcity of 
new manufactured tools and 
equipment the economic welfare 
of many farms and small busi- 
nesses conducted by veterans 
throughout Kentucky will be 
terially benefited, if not actually 
maintained by the use of govern- 
ment surplus supplies, the Ken- 
tucky Ex-Service Men's Board is 
making every effort in behalf of 
the returning soldier and sailor 
desiring to reestablish himself 
this state. While it is true that the 
bulk of all equipment declared 
surplus is used, the sale price 
veterans will be that price cc 
sistent with the estimated expense 

!cessarily to be incurred in re- 
storing it to an operatable con- 
dition. 

Veterans who served after Sep- 
tember 16, 1940, and prior to the 
ination of World War II, and 
who were honorably discharged 

given a prefe rence in the pui 
chase of surplus materials after 
agencies of the Federal Govern- 
ment, States and Cities, and tax- 
supported institutions. At present 
such preference is given only tc 
veterans who require such prop- 
erty in maintaining their own ex- 
isting small business, or farm, 01 
in starting their own new enter- 
prise, but it is hoped that in the 
near future they will be able to 
buy for any use with first r 
ity. It is toward this objective 
he Board is directing its ef 

A "small business" may include 
any commercial or industrial en- 
terprise that does not have more 
than 500 employees at the time 
application is made, and of which 
more than 50'/, of the invested 
capital or net income thereof is 
owned by, or accrues to, a veteran 
group of veterans. A veteran 
y, however, also be granted 
preference in purchasing particu- 
lar tools or equipment when he 
engaged by others as an em- 
ployee or agent and is required by 
such employment to have his own 
tools or equipment. Due to the 
limited number that will be avail- 
able and the fact that several 
times as many certificates have 
already been issued, applications 
for preference in the purchase of 
passenger automobiles arid station 
'agons are no longer accepted. 
Credit arrangements may be 
made in certain cases through the 
regional offices of the Reconsti 

Finance Corporation. Actual 
purchases are usually made by 
certified check presented to the 
disposal agency at the time of 
sale. 

Once a veteran has been issu< 
Certificate of Preference, he 
directed to the nearest office of 
. War Assets Corporation 
where the Veterans Service Sec- 
tion will then advise him as to tht 
and place of sale. Every ef 
fort is being made to insure fail 
participation and to eliminate 
those occasions where veterans 
have arrived at sales in the earl> 
morning hours in hopes of beinf 
the first admitted.
